QTE: TO HIS IMPERIAL MAJESTY THE LIGHT OF EHTIOPIA, YOUR MAJESTY; 

WE, THE MEMBERS OF THE ARMED FORCES OF THE NORTH AND THE POLICE 
FORCE HAVE ACCEPTED WITH GREAT JOY THE HIGH SALARY INCREMENT 
YOUR MAJESTY HAS GRANTED US, IN REPLY TO OUR APPLICATION OF 
FEBRUARY 27, 1974, AND IN COMPLETE DISREGARD TO MISLEADING 
COMMENTS BY OTHER AND ALSO AFTER TAKING PROMPT MEASURES AGAINST 
THE TEN MINISTERS. 
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OR CABINET MINISTERS, IN OPPOSITION TO THE APPLICATION PRESENTED 
BY THE ARMED FORCES IS HEREBY ACCEPTED. HOWEVER, THE ENTIRE 
ARMED FORCES AND POLICE FORCE OF ETHIOPIA ARE ANGERED BY THE 
ATTITUDES OF THESE GREEDY MINISTERS, WHO IN MERE PURSUIT OF 
THEIR SELFISH INTERESTS HAVE THROWN THE KIND-HEARTED PEOPLE OF
